CP stated that he had called up before 
regarding open burning issues at this location and a "Proposed Order and Judgment" had been issued after a DNR 
investigation about 3 years ago and the burning had stopped. But this weekend Ron Hill began burning again. CP said that he 
noticed a very large pile being burned and had actually called Ron Hill on Saturday and asked that he stop at that pile. Ron 
Hill told CP that he would and he was just getting that taken care of and he was done. He also mentioned that his wife had left 
him the previous week during that conversation and apparently upset about it. CP then said the following morning he to see 
that the very large pile of mainly trade waste (that has been building for the last three years) had been set on fire and burned 
throughout the night and was currently smoldering. The CP also reported that they were concerned that Ron Hill would bury 
the evidence prior to DNR being able to respond to investigate.

The State may be behind updating the website due to COVID, however there is a concern that production 
equipment was added without proper air permitting, stack testing, modeling etc. impacting the local community - especially 
given the number of fires this site has experienced in the past year. 


Missouri Air Records should also be updated to reflect the change from Exide to Stryten for the Kansas City MO site and 
Element Resources from Exide for the Forest City MO Smelter. 


Comments _ The facility's construction permits limit the emissions below the threshold levels requiring an operating permit. The fourth press was permitted in 
Construction Permit 112016-002A.

When he is here he never 
turns the engine off despite the fact that he is generally here for a minimum of an hour or two in the early mornings but often 
he can be here for several hours when he returns later in the day and always with the engine running. 
On the weekends he often arrives around 7a and doesn't leave until the dinner hour with the engine running all day long. He 
doesn’t live in our neighborhood but is here visiting with a resident when he is idling his vehicle.

Comments Jesse Evans, Environmental Specialist with the Southeast Regional Office, and | arrived at the location of the concern around 2:15 on 7/19/2022. We 
spoke with Warren Sansoucie, he informed us that he and his brother in-law burned tree trimming wastes that originated on the property. While burning 
these vegetative wastes the two men placed two tires on the fire as an accelerant. Warren Sansoucie informed us there are no more plans to burn 
anything else. He was receptive to the information we provided him which was "Facts on Open Burning Under Missouri Regulations - PUB 2047." From a 
distance we could not see any evidence of tires burned or any other prohibited materials in the burn pile although there was a pile of tires next to the burn 
pile.

no one will talk to her. They built there house 3 years ago and it wasn't that bad then. Her kids are sick more then they have 
ever been. 


Comments An investigation was conducted on July 11, 2022 in response to an environmental concern regarding fugitive dust and a report of an exceedance by Royal 
Oak. This investigation was conducted by Hayden Cassinger and Jan Dunlap-Chronister. We began our investigation by observing kiln operations on the 
southernmost side of the facility during regular business hours. We performed this surveillance from the roadside and from inside the vehicle. While doing 
surveillance, we observed that there was dust and soot being disturbed by heavy equipment movement. These fugitive emissions were observed to be 
propelled high into the ambient air and across property boundaries. Visible emissions were also seen leaving the afterburner stack of kiln set 2. We took 
photographs of both of these violations. Next, we inspected the northemmost boundary of the facility property, to evaluate the location of the concerned 
patty. It was noted that the properties adjoin each other with little buffer between them. While leaving from the northernmost property line, we were met by 
Brian Matt and Justin Rollin. They informed us that a concerned party contacted the facility by telephone on the morning of July 11th- Brian Matt and Justin 
Rollins informed us that the condition that was rep01ted on the morning of July 11th was caused by low temperatures in the afterburner system of kiln set 2 
and that the problem had already been fixed. To end our investigation, we made another observation on the southernmost boundary of the facility where 
we observed smoke escaping from multiple particulate matter fans on multiple kiln sets. Photographs were taken to document this violation.?

Comments Open burning is defined (in Missouri Air Conservation Regulation 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.045 Open Burning Requirements) as the burning of 
materials where the products of combustion are emitted into the air without passing through a chimney or stack. Therefore, this is not an instance of open 
buring and 10 CSR 10-6.045 is not applicable, since the CP stated that the neighbor has a flue (chimney). Missouri Air Conservation Regulation 10 Code 
of State Regulations 10-6.165 Restriction of Emission of Odors applies to various commercial sources of air pollution. Both knowledge of this area of Ste. 
Genevieve County and an internet search using Google Maps suggests that this is a residence and not a business or other commercial operation.

Upon my 
arrival to the Riggs building, | could see no active burning or evidence of a recent burn anywhere nearby. | stopped by Corrections Department - Probation 
located at 1441 Black River Industrial Park Road in Poplar Bluff and spoke with a woman inside who told me there was a lot of smoke earlier coming from 
down the road at the place with all the trucks. | continued down Barnhart Road until | got to the place with all the trucks. From the road, | could see what 
looked like something smoldering. There was some smoke, but not much. There were no trespassing signs on both entrances to the property. 


As | started taking pictures of the smoke from the road, a car pulled up beside me and a gentleman named Allen McAtee began speaking with me. Mr. 
McAtee told me that he worked at this place and that his Dad, William McAtee, owned it. | gave Allen my business card and explained that we received an 
open burning concern earlier and that's why | was here.

Allen then gave me his Dad's phone number and 
also told me the name of the business, Renegade Transport. 


| spoke with Mr. William McAtee on July 21, 2022 at 1:57 PM. | asked William the same things that | had asked his son. William told me that it was not 
vegetative waste, but was instead treated boards and fencing from their home that was brought to Renegade Transport and burned. William told me that 
there was a small junk pile on the property when they bought it roughly six years ago and that he just tossed the boards and fencing on top and started the 
fire. William informed me that after he noticed the excessive amounts of smoke, he immediately started dousing the fire with water and noticed very little 
tire wire toward the bottom of the pile which gave him the indication that there may have been a tire in the pile. 


William told me that there was roughly 30-40 tires on their property that Raben Tire is supposed to come buy off of them. William also told me that there 
was nothing but ash and a few metal remnants from the fire. | suggested to William that he take the ash and metal to a transfer station or landfill to dispose 
of it. | also sent William some fact sheets/regulations so that he knows how to properly dispose of such waste in the future. | could get no photgraphs of the 
contents of the fire, just some smoke.

Hi Michelle, 


| was forwarded your question regarding open burning practices in West Alton. I'm the air pollution supervisor for the Missouri Department of Natural 
Resources, St. Louis Regional Office. 


The burning you describe would be against Missouri's Open Burning Regulations, since it is located in St. Charles County, an ozone non-attainment area, 


and we're currently in ozone season (until September 15th). This means that until September 15th, they would be required to use an Air Curtain Incinerator 


when burning vegetative waste that originated off-site. 


Outside of ozone season, they still would have several conditions they would need to follow — the burning must take place at least 200 yards from the 
nearest occupied property (not owned by the party conducting the burning), the burning must take place between sunrise and sunset, the burning must be 
supervised at all times, and the fire department would need to be notified. 


If the fire department has been out recently, we could use their incident report to issue a violation. We could also investigate the open burning ourselves 


I've attached a fact sheet on open burning, as well as the full open burning rule (since the fact sheet does not mention the ozone non-attainment 
requirements). Feel free to pass this information along to the party conducting the burning — I'd also be happy to speak with them. Our first course of 
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action is usually to supply this information, since many are not aware of the requirements. If it continues to happen, then we can work to document a 
violation.
